We prefer to 
be left alone, but, if we are not 
left alone to defeat them on their 


own ground, then we ask fair |

He denied that such an increase 
could be absorbed from profits. 

Backs Green Statement. 

Lewis minimized the use of 
fact-finding boards of any kind 
to settle his dispute and threw 

his support behind a recent state- 
ment of AFL President William 
Green opposing the fixing of wage 
rates or working conditions by 
such boards. 

While Lewis made no direct bid 
to CIO President Philip Murray to 
join hands with him in the paral- 
Tel steel and coal strikes, Lewis 
expressed sympathy for the pen- 
sion fight of the 450,000 striking 
CIO United Steel Workers. Lewis's 
miners have been on strike since 
Sept. 19. 

* Lewis was critical of the efforts 
of Conciliation Director Cyrus 
Ching to settle the coal strike. He 
said the Washington mediation 
session called last week by Ching 
“was abortive, inconsequential, and 
utterly futile.” 
‘Lewis insisted that the union 
was against nationalization of the 
coal pits and wanted to preserve 
the private ownership of the 
mines. .

NEW YORK, Oct. 13 (AP)—A 
42-year-old grandmother who won

RED WING, Minn., Oct. 13 (UP) 
—America’s first woman ambassa- 
dor-designate was shopping today 
for a Danish grammar book. 

Mrs. Eugenie Anderson, newly- 
nominated as Ambassador to Den- 
mark, said she speaks a little 
German but knows nothing about 
the Scandinavian languages. 

“But I can learn,” she said, 
“and I'll learn all of it. I’ve got 
a lot of studying to do for this 
job and I intend to work hard.” 

Hard work is nothing new to 
the suave, well-groomed Democrat- 
ic national committeewoman. 

She has worked for President 
Truman, Senator Hubert Hum- 
phrey and for the Democratic 
party in general from the time she 
first entered politics as a precinct 
doorbell ringer in 1944 and shot 
up through the ranks to the 
party’s top feminine political post 
in Minnesota. 

Mrs. Anderson helped spearhead 
a campaign for Truman in Minne- 
sota and was rewarded with the 
appointment as Ambassador yes- 
terday. She admitted that she 
had expected the honor, but hadn’t 
thought before of the language 
question. 

“I intend to represent Mr. Tru- 
man and the Government to the 
best of. my ability in Denmark,” 
she said. “I consider it my job 
to do that, and that’s what I'll do.” 

She had “no idea” when she 
would be leaving for Copenhagen. 
Her appointment must be con- 
firmed by the Senate. 

Her diplomatic career will be a 
big change from her present sit- 
uation in Red Wing where she 
lives with her husband, an artist, 
and her children, Johanna, 15 
years old, and Hans, 1l. They 
live on a 500-acre farm near the 
spot where her husband’s father 
invented. the process that pro- 
duces puffed cereals. He made a 
fortune from it. 

Mrs. Anderson’s father was a 
Methodist minister in the small 
town of Adair, Ia., where she was 
born 40 years ago. 

The new ambassador-designate 
attended Stephens College in Co-

Windows 
shattered and plaster ceilings fell 
in Isleham houses, Fire equipment 
was summoned from nearby New- 
market, 60 miles northeast of 
London, and from Cambridge, Mil- 
denhall and Oxfordham. 

The United States Third Air Di- 
vision in London said the plane 
crashed only a few minutes after 
it left Lakenheath airfield, seven 
miles away in adjoining Norfolk 
county, for its. Helgoland mission. 
Both British and American air- 
craft regularly use Helgoland for 
live bombing practice. Helgoland 
was a Nazi submarine and anti- 
aircraft base during the war. 


The Third Air Division said this 
was the first accident involving a 
B-50 since the Forty-third Group 
of these craft arrived Aug. 18 
from their Tucson, Ariz., base, The 
group is stationed at Scolthorpe, 
Norfolk county; for 90 days of Oop- 
erational training. A B-50 bomber 
crashed near Fairbanks, Alaska, 
last Dec. 22, killing all 10 men 
aboard. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion of the cause of today’s crash. 
Air Force headquarters said 
weather in the area was foggy, 
with visibility of about an eighth 
of a mile. 

Pilot Shoots Flares. 

The pilot shot flares in an ap- 
parent attempt to attract the at- 
tention of his base, seven miles 
away. One of the flares still was 
burning when the plane plunged 
into the ground.

proposed dam sites near Doniphan 
and at Blair creek.

TRUMAN REBUFFED 
AGAIN AS OLDS 15 


President Went All Out 
for FPC Man — Third 
Defeat on Major Nomi- 

-nation This Year. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (UP)— 
President Truman told his press 
conference today that he thought 
the Senate did a bad thing in 
turning down the nomination of 
Leland Olds for reappointment to 
the Federal Power Commission. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
The 53-to-15 rejection of the re- 
appointment of Federal 
Commissioner Leland Olds was the 
third—and sharpest—defeat on an 
important nomination which Pres- 
ident Truman has suffered at the 
hands of the Senate this year. 

Despite the pressure of party 
discipline which Truman mar- 
shalled behind his nominee, the 
Senate refused to return Olds to 
the commission for a third term. 

The vote came shortly afer mid- 
night. It followed weeks of debate 
whicn steadily mounted in heat 
and bitterness. 

Democratic Leader Lucas of IIli- 
nois refused to say, after the vote, 
what effect Truman’s directions 
for the party to take the Olds 
fight back to the people had on 


the outcome. 
The President went all-out to 


win approval for Olds even after 
the Senate Commerce Committee 
had voted 10 to 2 against him. He 
made appeals directly to Congress. 
Then he set the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee to raking the 


grass roots in support of the 
nominee. He asked that the party’s 


national committeemen and Demo- 
cratic governors rally support for 


the nomination. 
Despite the fact that Truman 


had made the issue a matter of 
party loyalty, 21 Democrats joined 
32° Republicans in voting against 
Olds. Voting for him were 13 
Democrats and two Republicans— 
Senators William Langer of North 
Dakota and Wayne Morse of Ore- 


on. 
P (The United Pre@s said there 
was speculation among senators 
that Truman’s campaign for Olds 
had actually cost the nominee a 
few votes.)

* War Strategy Ideas Given. 


- Earlier in today’s session, two 
retired admirals sought to bolster 
the Navy’s position by outlining 
their ideas of the best strategy for 
the United States in event of war. 

Adm. Raymond Ames Spruance, 
hero of the Battle of Midway, 

oke openly of war against Rus- 
gia, “if such an eventuality should 
unfortunately occur.” Adm. 
Spruance was junior task force 
commander in the Midway battle 
of June 1942. His force, built 
around the carriers Enterprise 
and Hornet, assisted.in turning 
back the Japanese Navy. 

Russia was. not named in a 
statement sent. to the committee 
by Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
wartime commander in chief of 
the Pacific Fieet, outlining his 
concept of “naval operations in a 
—— ‘war with our most proba- 
Ble opponent, should such an un- 
fortunate war come within. the 
next 10 ~ 

Adm. Nimits, now retired, was 
unable to attend the hearing. H 
o % was read by Adm. Tom Hill. 

earlier . testimony today, 
R. Adm. Luis De Florez, top Navy 
researcher who began flying in 
1912, proposed “aérial war games” 
to determine whether the Air 
Force's B-36 can survive in the 
skies against faster interceptors 
such as the Navy’s &t. Louis-made 
jet Banshee fighter. 

Adm, Nimitz wrote that the fu- 
ture war “can start as a eneak 
attack, as at Pearl Harbor, but 
more likely it will occur as the 
climax of a period of tension, or 
as the result of an act of violence 
or aggression against us.” 


. “Less for War.” 

Also, as Nimitz seés it, “we will 
be less ready:for war at its out- 
break than will be our most prob- 
able opponent.” 

Nimits declared ‘we can by no 
means be sure that their air force 
is not equal to, or even greater 
than our own, thereby creating a 
real hazard to our aircraft and 
other forces within range.” 

The Russian navy was appraised 
by Nimitz as “inferior in surface 
strength but formidable in sub- 
marines.” 

Nimitz said that the atomic 
bomb “should not be considered as 
our main weapon of offense,” to 
be delivered by inter-continental 
bombing. 

Says Test is Needed. 

In his statement, Nimitz wrote: 

“Is the long-range, interconti- 
nental, horizontal, high altitude 
bomber an efficieit weapon of 
warfare? I cannot answer this 
question nor do I believe any one 
else Can answer it short of its test 
in war. , 

“Is the atom bomb an efficient 
weapon of war? There can be no 
doubt that the atom bomb is the 
most terrible weapon of great de 
struction ever conceived, but still 
that does not make it an efficient 
weapon of war. It cannot be pin- 
pointed—it must be used in area 
bombardment, and the chances are 
that its greatest damage will fall 
on noOnecombatants, many of whom 
will. be women and children not 
engaged in the war effort.

Views A-Bomb as Deterrent. 

“I agree that the atom bomb at 
present may be considered the 
major deterrent against aggression 
on the part of our most probable 
enemy, and perhaps that is its 
most effective and efficient role— 
as a deterrent. How much of our 
resources for defense (and of- 
fense) should we properly devote 
to the atom bomb? I do not know 
the answer nor do I believe that 
anyone else knows it. 

would advise, however, that 
in making provision for the atom 
bomb that it not be considered as 
our main weapon of offense and 
that proportionate resources be 
set aside for other weapons, par- 
ticularly those lesscostly and of 
greater precision, 

“It is inconceivable that we will 
deliberately plan to fight a global 
war without the use of bases as 
close as reasonably safe to our 
objectives and enemy-held terri- 
tory. Also, it is inconceivable that 
we will depend entirely upon allies 
across our bordering oceans to 
supply those bases for us. 

“Tf our allies are close enough 
to our opponent to make it at- 
tractive for us to use their terri- 
tory for bases, then those bases 
are attractive and vulnerable 
targets for the enemy to strike, 
and who can say that our allies 
will continue to be our allies? 
“Can there be any doubt in your 
committee that the Navy will play 
its usual important role in any 
war in the predictable future; that 
in your consideration of ‘the 
proper defense program for the 
United States and the best means 
for its effectuation’ great weight 
and support must be given to the 
Navy both for maintenance and 
new types to enable it to carry 
out its role?” 

Tells of Thoughts on War. 
Now retired from active service, 
Spruance is a mild-mannered, soft- 
spoken little man. He was presi- 
dent of the Naval War College 
from March 1946 until his retire- 
ment in July 1948. During. this 
period, he testified, “I gave much 
thought to the subject of a pos- 
sible war. with the Soviet Union.” 
“Any plan for war necessarily 
is based on certain assumptions,” 
Adm. Spruance said. “One of these, 
which I consider almost .a cer- 
tainty, is that the United States 
will never start a war. Any war 
with the Soviet Union will be 
started by that country, and not 
by the United States. 

“A second assumption involves 
the question of allies on both sides 
and the extent of their probable 
participation in the war. 

“The ratification of the Atlantic 
Pact on the one hand, and the 
spread of Communist-controlled 
governments on the other, have 
shed light on possible allies of 
the principal combatants. The 
extent of therr probable participa- 
tion is much more uncertain, It 
will be affected by such matters 
as the building up of economic and 
military strength in western 
Europe, the possibility of defec- 
tion or open revolt in the satellite 
Communist states, and the 
strengthening and spread of Com- 
munism in Asia. 

Question of Geography. 

“The geographical position of 
our possible allies, and their—and 
our—ability to hold their territory 
free from the enemy and available 
for us@ as Dases for the projection 
of military operations, is of the 
utinost importance. see 

“In an intercontinental war, I 
consider it essential that our 
front lines be established in the 
enemy's continent, initially as 
close to him as we can hold, and 
then be pushed closer as our 
strength is built up. By the ene- 
my's continent, I mean the en- 
tire. Eastern hemisphere. Europe, 
Asia and Africa, and their outly- 
ing islands, have to be considered 
as in the picture. By keeping our 
front lines on the other sides of 
the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, 
we give our own country—our 
main base of manpower, weapons 
and supplies—fundamentally the 
best protection possible; and we 
take advantage of the most eco- 
nomical form of mass transporta- 
tion—surface shipping—to cover

t may be assumed that under 
its present government the So- 
viet Union would resort to the use 
of force primarily to further the 
spread of Communism by _ the 
overthrow of governments opposed 
to Communism and the setting up 
of Communist: governments under 
the control of the Kremlin. 

“It may be assumed that the 
United States and her allies would 
be fighting to prevent this from 
happening and to insure the con- 
tinuance of a free world where 
the liberties and the rights of men 
would still exist. 


Pictures War Aim. 


“If such be the case, I think the 
United States in conducting the 
war should make a sharp distinc- 
tion between the mass of the peo- 
ples of the enemy countries and 
the Communist parties and gov- 
ernments which rule them. Our 
war aim should be the overthrow 
of these ‘dictatorships of the prole- 
tariat,’ the liberation of the peo- 
ples now in subjection to them, 
and the substitution of free. gov- 
ernments duly elected by the votes 
of their citizens. Organized mili- 
tant world Communism should be 
overthrown and uprooted. 

“In fighting such a war, prop- 
aganda would play a most impor- 
tant role in placing our war aims 
before the peoples of the enemy 
countries, and in encouraging 
them to sabotage the Communist 
war effort and to organize for 
open revolt when the time was 
ripe. There would be no ‘uncon- 
ditional surrender,’ such as we had 
with Germany and Japan, where 
the peoples were almost solidly 
behind their government.” 

Skeptical on A-Bombs, 


Questioning the wisdom of atom- 
r bombing, Adm. Spruance testi- 
ied: 


"I am very skeptical as to how 
Close to the selected targets the 
bombs -from any aircraft flying 
at 40,000 feet will fall, even if there 
is ‘unlimited visibility and the tar 
get can be seen plainly. 

“If the attack is made at night 
or through cloud cover, using ra- 
dar as a bombsight, I am even 
more skeptical, particularly when 
the attack is being made on obd- 
jectives, aerial photographs’ of 
which have been difficult or im- 
possible to obtain. 


“I question whether, as a matter 
of national policy, the United 
States in another war will find it 
desirable to drop either atomic or 
ordinary high explosive bombs on 
area targets for the destruction of 
many thousands of the civilian 
population and the cities in which 
they live. 


Calls for More Accuracy. 


“Aircraft bombing is a very po- 
tent weapon, and one which we 
must continue to develop and use, 
but it miust be more accurate in 
its damage to selected military 
targets and less widespread in the 
destruction it rains outside of 
those targets on the civil paqpula- 
tion. 


“In my opinion, an interconti- 
nental war between great powers, 
which start fairly evenly matched 
in strength, is not going to be 
won easily, or in a short time, or 
by any single type of arm or 
weapon. History shows that wars 
Oi great m itude and long du- 
ration usually come to a stage 
when the attrition incident to 
them works in favor of one side 
and against the other. One side 
can replace its losses better than 
the other, and the strength of 
that side goes up while that of 
the other goes down, relatively at 
least. We went through this stage 
with the Japanese in 1942 and 
1943 with the fighting in the Sol- 
omons-Eastern New Guinea area. 

“If I am correct that no knock- 
out blow can be delivered in the 
early stages by either side in such 
an intercontinental war, then the 
continued protection of our home 
territory, which comes from keep-

ing our fighting fronts as far 
from us and as close to the enemy 
as possible, is of great importance. 
This means footholds in the east- 
ern hemisphere. If we have these 


footholds before war begins, or |; 


can occupy them after war starts 
but before the enemy can get to 
them, that is a lot easier to do 
and much less costly than having 
to get up amphibious expenditures 
to go and blast the enemy out 
after hu has dug himself in.’ 

“To hold a base overseas re- 
quires ground troops and tactical 
aircraft and a secure line of com- 
munications back home to keep 
that base supplied and to build 
its strength up to what is re- 
quired. 

“How much the threat of prompt 

retaliatory atomic bombing from 
40,000 feet by intercontinental 
bombers on the outbreak of war 
will tend to prevent the outbreak 
of war I do not profess to know, 
and I doubt if any of us have too 
accurate an idea of what goes on 
in the minds of the members of 
the Politburo, where the decision 
rests. 
“Except for the possible value of 
the intercontinental bomber as a 
retaliatory threat that may pre- 
vent the outbreak of war, my idea 
is that the real need for strategic 
bombers will come later rather 
than in the early stages of the 
war, and that when that need 
comes we shall want bombers with 
a high degree of accuracy. 


“If we build them too big, they 
may be too few in numbers and 
too valuable to risk at altitudes 
from which they can be sure of 
hitting anything smaller than area 
targets. 

“It is going to require the unit- 
ed efforts of all arms, working 
together, backed by the full re- 
sources of the country, and assist- 
ed by a first-class intelligence 
service and skillfully conducted 
propaganda, to win a. war such as 
I have been discussing and the 
— which we hope would fol- 
ow it.” 


Adm, De Florez in his proposal 
for “aerial war games” suggested 
that they be held as part of an 
armament program to embody the 
following points:

5. Liberal provision for inter- 
service war games and maneu- 
vers to reduce unknowns and 
guide our judgment in long- 
range planning. 

6. Effective provision for se- 
lected personnel of each service

To Hear Air Force. 

The House committee agreed 
today to hear the Air Force next 
week in reply to the Navy's criti- 
cism of its B-36 bomber program. 
Secretary of Defense Johnson also 
will testify then. 

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, and Johnson held a long con- 
ference this morning. Afterwards, 
Vinson announced the schedule 
for the next phase of the com- 
mittee’s inquiry into military pol- 
cy. 

Vinson said that beginning next 
week the committee will hear Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, Gen. Omar 
Bradley, Secretary of Air W. 
Stuart Symiggton of St. Louis and 
Air Force officers. 

Then, he added, “Secretary 
Johnson will give the committee 
and the country” his views. 

Johnson in Cross-Fire. 

Johnson, a civilian boss of all the 
armed services, is caught squarely 
in the cross-fire of the controversy 
over military policy. He has come 
in also for harsh words from some 
Congress members because, by ex- 
ecutive order, he has cut back 
appropriations that Congress is 
making for the Navy. 

Vinson publicly accused John- 
son yesterday of making “a 
grandstand play” by economizing 
on Navy funds. He said the com- 
mittee “is to have a lot to say 
about this.” 

Representative Bates (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, a committee mem- 
ber, expressed strong hope that 
the hearings into defense policy 
will cause the junking of John- 
son’s bitterly-disputed decision 
to halt construction on the Navy 
super-carrier. 

Vinson's blast at Johnson and 
those he called Pentagon “bureau- 
crats” was touched off by testi- 
mony that the Navy had received 
no opportunity to discuss proposed 
cuts in Navy funds until last 
Thursday, the day the hearings 
began. 

The appropriation in which the 
cuts were made is still awaiting 
a House-Seriate decision on the 
size of the Air Force. 

Apparently, Vinson asserted, 
Johnson decided, “without any 
notice to the committee,” that the 
armed services needed less than 
they said they needed. 

Says Congress Was ByPassed. 

Vinson charged that Congress 
thus was bypassed “for the pur- 
pose of making a grandstand play” 
to the taxpayers, and he added: 

“T don’t like that kind of busi- 
ness. It’s not treating Congress 
fair.” 

A reporter asked Johnson yes- 
terday if he had received assur- 
ance that the President is backing 
him up. 

“If he wasn’t, I wouldn’t be 
holding down this job,” Johnson 
said. 

The proposed defense reductions 
ordered independently in the Pen- 
tagon, were outiined to the com- 
mittee by Wilfred McNeil, Defense 
Department comptroller, yesterday. 

He said they contemplated a 9 
per cent cut in Navy funds, 3 per 
cent in Air Force funds, and about 
8 per cent for the Army. Of the 
Navy cut, more than half the 
$353,000,000 amount was to be as- 
sessed against naval aviation.

OFF 9 PCT. FROM 
SEPTEMBER 1948 


Dollar volume of department 
store sales in St. Louis was down 
9 per cent last month compared 
with September, 1948, the Federal 
Reserve Bank reported today. For 
the period January through Sep- 
tember, St. Louis sules were down 
7 per cent compared to the corre- 
sponding period of 1948. 

The decline was general through- 


out the Eighth Federal Reserve 
District. Other cities that showed 
a drop were Zittle Rock, 12 per 
cent; Evansville; Ind., 11; Louis- 
ville and Fort Smith, 7; Spring- 
field, Mo., 6, and Memphis, 5. 

An average drop of 2 per cent 
in September sales compared with 
September last year was reported 
for El Dorado and Pine Bluff, 
Ark.; Alton, Carbondale, East St. 
Louis, Harrisburg and Quincy, IIl.; 
Clarksdale and Greenville, Miss., 
and Jackson, Tenn. 

Despite the drop, dollar volume 
of department store sales was 10 
per cent higher in St. Louis in 
September than in thé previous 
month. Other cities that showed 
a rise in September over August 
were Memphis, 14 per cent; Fort 
Smith, 16; Louisville, 11; Little 
Rock, 9; Springfield, Mo., 9, and 
Evansville, 8. The average gain 
for all other cities in September

Fates, which include those for 
Bewspapefs and other publications. 
. Committee experts estimated the 
postcard hike alone wou'i ad $36,- 
06,000 a year to post office reve- 
Mues. Second-class increases ‘to- 
taled $13,500,000. 

The Senate has approved a simi- 
lar bill which would increase post- 
@i rates by about $100,000,000 an- 
tually. 

-The proposed increase was far 
below that sought by Postmaster 
General Jesse M, Donaldson to 
meet a deficit in his department 
running about $500,000,000 a year. 
For newspapers, the hike would be 
about 10 per cent of Donaldson’s 
request. 

Newspapers and most other pub- 
lications opposed the rate hiking, 
along with mail-order companies 
and firms which use postcard ad- 
vertising. Some mail-order houses 
said it would cut deeply into their 
slender profit margins. 

Second-clasg rates for distribu- 
tion within the county of publica- 
tion generally were unchanged, al- 
though a one-cent a pound rate 
was proposed for delivery by rural 
or star route carriers for two cat- 
égories. These wee from nonlet- 
ter-carrier office and for delivery 
at offices not having city carriers.

Downey’s testimony was given 
in the course of a committee in- 
vestigation he had requested “of 
his charges that Straus and other 
Reclamation Bureau officials are 
guilty of inefficiency and “cor- 
rupt misrepresentation.” 

The particular sentence on 
which Ickes based his charge was 
this bit of Downey’s testimony: 
“Mr. Bashore sat in a big chair 
in my room with tears in his eyes, 
told me that he was a beaten and 
defeated man, that he loved his 
job, he thought he could do a 
great one, but he could no longer 
endure the political pressure and 
the manipulation coming from Mr. 
Straus and his associate, and he 
did resign.” 

In his own sworn testimony, 
Ickes said he wished to “disasso- 
ciate myself from the syntax and 
the punctuation of that sentence.” 

When Ickes was Secretary of 
Interior he appointed both Straus 
and Richard L. Boke, a co-target 
of the Downey charges, to their 
positions in the department. As a 
columnist, Ickes later had harsh 
words for Downey. 

Bitter Attack on Downey. 

Ickes’s testimony was devoted 
mainly to a slashing attack on 
Downey. He accused him of poli- 
tical opportunism, called him “a 
waspish senator” and said he 
failed to recall anything Downey 
had done for California's Central 
Valley project. He said the CVP 
previously had been free of poli- 
tics, “especially the selfish, per- 
sonal brand for which Senator 
Downey is distinguished.” 

Downey's attacks on reclama- 
tion officials have been in connec- 
tion with the CVP which Ickes 
paid he had been associated with 
gince 1933 when he became Secre- 

of Interior. He said he be- 
Heved he knew more about rela- 
tions in his department than 
Downey did. His statement was 
laced with quotations from his 
diary in regard to Bashore and 
Straus. 

His diary substantiated Bashore’s 
earlier testimony about the cir- 
cumstances attending his retire- 
ment. In testimony, Bashore said 
“my wife” was the only one who 
brought pressure on him to re- 
tire and, when he did, recom- 
mended Straus to succeed him.

Second Industry-Wide Shutdown Recalls 
Long Record of Strife, Often 


With Violence.

HE current steel] strike is but the second industry-wide shutdown, 
paralleled only by the 1946 strike which ended after a month 


when the companies ‘accepted a recommendation of 
Truman for an 18%-cents-an-hour wage increase.

The history of strikes in the steel industry, however, is long and 
bitter, and until recent years presents a record of ssuccessive defeats 


of union efforts. 

It dates back to 1858 when the 
United Sons of Vulcan was organ- 
ized as a secret society by skilled 
workers in the Pittsburgh, area. 


This became, in 1876, the Amal- 


gamated Association of Iron and 
Steel Workers, when organizations 
of other crafts joined the pud- 
dlers, who had formed the Sons 
of Vulcan. 


These early unions, formed 
along craft lines, and excluding 
the mass of unskilled workers in 
the industry, negotiated separate 
contracts with individual steel 
plants, and were modegately suc- 
cessful. Strikes, when they oc- 
curred were limited in scope and 
unspectacular. 


This held true unti! 1892, when 
Amalgamated struck the Carnegie 
Steel Co. at Homestead, Pa. A con- 
tract between the union and the 
company had expired, and the 
company was seeking to reduce 
the rate of pay by 10 per cent. 
The union refused any greatér re- 
duction than 4 per cent. 

Homestead Strike. 

It was a bloody strike, marked 
by the importation of 300 Pinker- 
ton detectives and rioting in which 
seven strikers and three Pinker- 
ten men were killed. The strike 
lasted four and a half months and 
in the end the men returned to 
work on the company’s terms and 
without a union contract. The 
Homestead strike remains to this 


day a symbol of oppression to’ 


union members. The memory of 
it is kept alive by a plaque on the 
main street of the town, honor- 
ing the strikers who were killed. 

The next landmark was a strike 
in 1901 against United States Steel 
Corp., formed in February of that 
year. Amalgamated had contracts 
with some of the plants which 
comprised United States Steel. The 
union undertook to obtain ¢on- 
tracts with all the plants of United 
States Steel, which controlled two 
thirds of the nation’s output of 
crude steel and four fifths of the 
finished rolled steel production. 

The strike lasted two months 
and ended in defeat. Amalgamated 
not only lost contracts it had ob- 
tained at some of the constituent 
plants of United States Steel, it 
also agreed that for three years 
it would abandon its organization 
efforts. 

There was no urtion in the plant 
of the Bethlehem Steel Corp.,in 


1910 when a strike began over the 
dischafge of three men who re- 
fused to work on Sunday. Vari- 
ous craft unions of the AFL 
moved in after the strike began 
and organized local unions. Their 
principal demand was for elimi- 
nation of the 12-hour day and sev- 
en-day week. The strike began 
Feb. 4 and was not abandoned 
formally for several months but 
the plant reopened Feb. 28. 


Walkout in 1919. 


Reduction of the 12-hour day 
and seven-day week was again 
the issue in the great steel strike 
of 1919 undertaken by the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron, Steel 
and Tin Workers, That strike for 
an eight-hour day and six-day 
week, began on Sept. 22 and con- 
tinued with diminishing effect 
until the following’Jan. 8, when it 
was called off. 


At the time of the Homestead 
Strike, in 1892, when Amalgamat- 
ed was near the peak of its ef- 
fectiveness, it had enrolled about 
16 per cent of the workers in the 
steel industry. It withered away 
until 1932 when it had fewer than 
1 per cent. 


The NRA period gave new im- 
petus to unionization, but the 
steel companies were successful! at 
first in channeling this movement 
toward company unions. In 1936 
the newly-formed Committee for 
Industrial Organization set up a 
Steel Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee, out of which grew the 
million-member CIO-United Steel 
Workers Union, now on strike. 

Surprisingly, .in 1937, United 
States Steel Corp. signed a con- 
trdct with the new union. Some 
of the smaller companies refused, 
however, and in 1937 there was 
the “Little Steel Strike” against 
Bethlehem, Republic, Inland, and 
Youngstown Steel companies. 

Memorial Day Riot. 

The issue Was recognition of the 
union.-: This, too, was a bitter 
and bloody strike, marked by the 
Memorial day riot in which 10 
strikers and strike sympathizers 
— shot to death by (hicago po- 

ce. 

The “Little Steel Strike” began 
May 26 and ended July 6 in a 
complete but temporary victory 
for thé companies. After it was 
abandoned, the United States Su-

Just to clear the record, I personally am 
opposed to soldiers’ bonuses and pen- 
‘sions for those not disabled. [t took a 
majority of Senators, a majority of Con- 
. , §@fessmen, and one President to effectu- 
ate the World War I bonus. 

In referring to the Legion as a crowd 

of treasury-raiders, you intimate that 
working up an appetite for the public 
trough is our only activity. Comparing 
activities, I am sure that there have 
been many more man-hours spent in 
talking to’ public and parochial school 
on the meaning of Americanism, 
the monthly classes of immi- 
grants about to be naturalized, sponsor- 
ing annual oratorical contests in the 
public and Catholic high schools, con- 
ducting the Junior Baseball League each 
summer among public and private high 
schools, helping needy children,of dead 
or disabled war veterans, supporting and 
operating the Boys’ State encampment 
each summer, conductihg funeral serv- 
ices for deceased war veterans, and help- 
ing the sick and disabled war veterans 
and their dependents.

These 
naval sorties create doubt as to more than the! 
bomber alone. How can citizens help wondering 
about the state of national defense, when the 


defenders themselves so bitterly disagree? 


The naval display befére the House Armed 
that should be forgotten. Though the Navy is 
lobbying for its own air power, for many years 
the Navy League tried to sabotage aviation in 
behalf of battleships. Later the Admirals turned 
their guns on the Unification Act, and they did 
not stop when it became law. 

Now the Navy asks serious questions about 
long-range atomic bombing. The Admirals’ testi- 
mony, however, only confuses the problem. This 
Admiral says the B-36 is no good; that one re- 
fuses to criticize the plane but demands more 
haval aircraft. One officer wants big carriers 
to conduct atomic raids, but another thinks the 
atom bomb itself is over-emphasized. 

Admiral Halsey states that all the B-36 can 
stop is bullets. At the same time he says inter- 
continental bombing by the B-36 would unite 
the enemy, indicating that the bomber is dan--: 
gerous after all. And no Admiral, remarking 
that the B-36 is vulnerable, asks about the vul- 
nerability of the big carriers that the Navy seeks. 

The whole problem is one of militarv balance, 
of judicious use of heavy bombers with naval 
and Jand power. This depends on what kind of 
war America must plan for, and with whom and 
when. These are highly technical problems, re- 
quiring skilled professional judgment. Théy 
cannot be put to public trial with Admirals as 
prosecutors. 

Under the ‘Unification Act, matters of grand 
strategy should be determined finally by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, representing all services. 
The Joint Chiefs are Generals Bradley and Van- 
denberg and Admiral Denfeld. These are the 
men to whem the country has entrusted its 
fundamental defense planning, and this trust 
and their record should not be placed in violent 
controversy by the Navy. 

Since disagreements are bound to arise over 
military policy, some spirit of compromise is re- 
quired of the armed services, The naval com- 
mand itself had to enforce a compromise when 
its aviation branch and submarine branch fought 
over funds. The Army agreed to compromise 
when the Air Force was taken from it and estab- 
lished independently. 

Criticism of this or that policy must be al- 
lowed for in the chain of command, but in the 
end there must be a decision and obedience to 
it. Discipline is as necessary for the staff as for 
the ranks. ‘If the Joint Chiefs are repeatedly 
defied, the United States may well ask whether 
it has a united command at all. 

No doubt the Admirals will leave behind in 
Congress serious doubts as to whether the B-36 
is vulnerable. The greater question is whether 
the unity of our command is vulnerable—or 
whethet the rest of the world thinks it is. 
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A Shocking Vote 


/The Senate’s rejection of the reappointment 
of Leland Olds as a: member of the Federal 
Power Commission is a shocking thing. It meas- 
ures the Senate rather than the public service 
of Mr. Gids, whose own record is written in two 
terms through which he has served the gas 
and power consumers of the country with fair- 
ness and distinction. 

If the Truman victory last November has any 
meaning at all, it is that the voters of the coun- 
try want the kind of regulation in the public 
interest which Leland Olds has stood for and 
practiced. His service is, as the Courier-Journal 
of Louisville says in an editorial on this page, 
in the pattern of the late George W. Norris, 
legislative’ father of the TVA. . 

Yet the Senate kicks Mr. Olds out by a vote 
of 53 to 15! It is notable that the stanch band 
of his supporters included several Senators 
elected last November, such as Douglas of IIli- 
nois, Humphrey of Minnesota, Anderson of New 
Mexico and Neely of West Virginia. These men 
know why their constituents elected them. A 


majority of the Senate apparently does not care. 
\ 
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Gov. Smith Is Right 


Gov. Smith is absolutely right in telling the 
Army Engineers that the proposed dams on the 
Current river would destroy greater values than 
they would create, and that he opposes them at 
the most vulnerable point by threatening to fight 
their authorization in Congress. 

There is even more wisdom in the Governor's 
remarks concerning the Army Engineers’ failure 
to take recreation and scenic beauty enough into 
the accounting in its decisions about the Current 
river. He says it “emphatically points to a de- 
ficiency in national policy which ignores such 


. values in planning for comprehensive develop- 


ment.” And he goes on to say: “Until such time 
as national policy becomes comprehensive 
enough to include consideration of all these re- 
sources ., . the state cannot approve any proj- 
ect by the Federal Government which may pre- 
vent proper resource development... .” 

We hope Gov. Smith has pondered how these 
words apply to the whole Missouri valley as well 
as to the valley of the Current river. Recreation 
resources are being skimped there on a vastly 
larger scale. They are being so badly skimped 
that a Deputy Chief of Army Engineers could 
testify in Congress, “I didn’t know there was any 
fish problem on the Missouri river.” 

Such complacent disregard, such ignorance of 
all the problems of an area except those which 
are one’s own few preoccupations, is tragic. Nor 
is recreation the only part of the Missouri Val- 
ley’s future which is suffering because of the. 
limited vision of the Army Engineers and 
Reclamation Bureau. Soil conservation and for- 
estation are among the many other aspects of 
regional development that are suffering also. 

Gov. Smith has applied an excellent principle 
to the problems of the Current river. We trust 
he will not depart from it in considering the 
problems of the Missouri valley. 
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Make It Expandable 


There is no lack of interest on the. part of 
architects in the projected new Missouri state 
office building at Jefferson City. Fourteen ar- 
chitectural firms have already entered the com- 
petition for the commission to design and su- 
pervise the building. . 

If a layman’s opinion may be posted jor con- 
sideration by all these architects, it is that the 
building be designed so it may be expanded 
in the future. As recently as the Stark Adminis- 
tration, Missouri spent more than $800,000 on 
a state office building. Now it is going to spend 
some $3,500,000 on an altogether different site. 
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Obviously it would have

If he happened to be at the 
head of a spoils-seeking machine, his henchmen 
would be at the very heart of the municipal em- 
ployment system. 

Essentially the same argument runs against 
the proposal to permit the commissioners to de- 


| termine virtually all exémptions from civil serv- 


ice rules. The Post-Dispatch has on occasion 
suggested that the present charter amendment is 
rather severe. An elected city administration 
should be free to carry out its mandate. It 
should not be the prisoner of a City Hall bu- 
reaucracy. On~-the other hand, as the Mayor 
himself suggests, the tenure of public servants 


should not depend on the winds of politics. The ‘ 


freeholders will have to strike what seems to 
them the best possible balance. 


The Darst report also shows concern over the © 


possibility that an independent commission and 
personnel director may establish salary scales 
beyond the city’s ability to pay. It would have 
such matters decided by a group made up of the 
civil Service commissioners and the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment (or any body the 
freeholders may set up in its place). The argu- 
ment is that in this way the decisions would be 
influenced by those who are concerned with rais- 
ing money, not merely spending it. 

It needs to be pointed out, however, that this 
would igive the politicians an equal voice in a 
very vital quarter. Personal authorities, of 
course, should not ‘be indifferent to the city's 
financial problems. On the whole, however, it 
would seem that city funds are less in danger of 
being depleted by extravagant pay scales than by 


political raids. 


We doubt, however, whether the freeholders 
should spend any time at all on pufting the civil 
service commission into the business of organiz- 
ing baseball leagues, square dances, clam bakes, 
song fests and employe gossip sheets. Esprit de 
corps, no doubt, is as important in the City Hall 
as anywhere. But this management relations coun- 


sel's formula for creating it had better not be sad-~ 
dled on the commission. How employes feel about _ 


repairing water pipes, collecting taxes or issuing 
marriage licenses is pretty much up to their de- 
partment heads. Probably it would be just as 
well if the freeholders did not authorize the per- 
sonnel director to move in on those harried ‘ex- 
ecutives with a baseball bat. 
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A Human Editor 
Don H. Thompson, as editor of the Post- 
Dispatch’s Everyday Magazine, brought much 
of the geniality and exuberance of his person- 
ality to the pages of the paper that he super- 
vised.

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School System Needs 


In his maiden speech as School Board presi- 
dent, Dr. Herbert O. Winterer served notice 
that the schools may require higher taxes for 
operations and a bond issue for new buildings. 
Such a proposition was voted down two years 
ago after it was found the board had overstated 
its needs. The need today is genuine. Costs’ 
have undoubtedly risen more than tax receipts 
since 1947, On top of that, the crop of “war 
babies” is beginning to boost school enrollment. 

Dr. Winterer said he did not see how the 
board can gain much greater economy without 
cutting the salaries of “our loyal employes,” but 
here the case becomes questionable. There is no 
real gain’ in underpaying anyone. the system 
really needs, but there is evidence that there are 
too many non-teaching, housekeeping employes, 
and that some of them are overpaid. Mainte- 
nance expense looms twice as large in the St. 
Louis school budget as in 226 other school 
systems. | 

Another probable waste is doubly vexatious 
because it means loss of aid from the state, in 
which St. Louis fares badly enough at best. 
State textbooks funds are apportioned by a 


school-age census each five years. A study by - 


Edward B. Olds, research director of the Social 
Planning Council, indicates the 1949 St. Louis 
census missed between 13,500 and 42,000 ‘chil- 
dren, representing an ummecessary cost be- 
tween $216,000 and $672,000 for the five-year 
period. The school system’s own recheck of 
three small dreas indicated the census may be 
16,500 too low. 

Much waste in the schools comes from having 
a number of independent department heads. The 
Legislature owes it to St. Louis to pass the pend- 
ing bill to fix executive responsibility in a single 
superintendent. In the longer run, the system’ 
cannot approach full efficiency until the School 
Board attracts more people,whose motives rise 
above the patronage in the job. 


The schools will have to have more money, 


but the board needs to dispel serious mis- 
givings before it resorts to the ballot box. Mayor 
Kaufmann’s remark on the 1947 fiasco still holds 
good: The voters will “be kindly disposed toward 


additional taxes if they feel convinced that the | 


need is great and the remedy realistic and rea- 
sonable. They will not, however, signa blank 
check.”

The case of Leland Olds is one to cause 
alarm—but not the alarm atirred up by 
Fulton Lewis Jr., the radio voice of special 
interests, or by certain Senators. 

The real alarm is that these people have 
been able to make patriotism appear to be 
disloyalty, and to make protest against 
wrong seem an act of revolution. 

Leland Olds has been a member of the 
Federal Power Commission since 1939. Be- 
fore that his record of public service goes 
back to 1917, when he made economic 
studies for the Council of National Defense. 
He has, of course, not worked exclusively 
for the Federal Government since then, 
In the years between he has worked for 
the War Labor 
Board (1918); for the 
American Federation 
of Labor (1920-22); 
for Federated Press, 
a labor news service 
(1922-31); thereafter 
for the New York 
Power Commission 
under Gov. Franklig 
D. Roosevelt (1931- 
39), and in various 
assignments for 
President Roosevelt. 

It is perfectly true 
that Mr. Olds wrote 
the Federated Press 
articles which Texas 
Representative John E. Lyle regards 
with such horror, which Mr. Lewis cites 
as evidence of subversion, and which 
moved Senator Clyde M. Reed of Kansas 
to declare that Olds is “a full-fledged, 
first-class unist.” Olds says he 
wrote them. "It is true, too, that the 
articles questioned the propriety of some 
of the private enterprise practices of the 
period when they were written, and sug- 
gested that if th practices weren't 
stopped capitalism and private enterprise 
might not have long to last. 

was many another warning voice 
saying the same thing back in the ’20s. One 
of them belonged to Nebraska's great old 
Senator George Norris. His dream of a 
Muscle Shoals development to sefve as a 
yardstick to measure private utility rates 
was translated by President Roosevelt into 
the Tennessee Valley Authority. . 

Senator Norris pulled no punches. He in- 
veighed against “the spider web of Wall 
Street” which he maintained was in eontrol 
of some 125 of the nation’s greatest corpo- 
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Senator Norris 


rations. He was a rebel, but only a fool 
would have called him a Communist. 

As Oscar Barck and Nelson Blake, two 
history professors of Syracuse University, 
point out in their history, “Since 1900,” the 
situation when Mr. Olds was-writing was 
this: , 

“Advanoed liberals insisted that the pub- 
lic stake in the production and distribution 
of electricity at the cheapest possible rates 


was so great as to require public owner- 


ship.” 

Private utility companies, lamely super- 
vised by the part-time Federal Power Com- 
mission comprised of the Secretaries of 
War, Interior and Agriculture, were arro- 
gant to the point of banditry. Gov. Frank 
Allen of Massachusetts told his legislature 
in 1930 how the private utilities were 
knocking off municipal developments: 

“An offer of $600,000 was made (recently) 
for a municipal plant whose cost did not 
exceed $175,000; any excess in the value 
paid for a municipal plant must, in the last 
analysis, be sustained by the customers of 
the purchasing company.” 

And that practice was’ not the worst. 
Others came out when the Senate finally 
authorized the Federal Trade Commission 
to investigate the whole utilities problem. 

The hearings proved that private util- 
ities were spending millions of dollars each 
year to buy favorable comment in news- 
papers (not advertising, mind you, but edi- 
torial support, no credit to the newspapers) 
and to introduce favorable propaganda into 
the educational system all the way from 
kindergarten to the university. If ever 
there was calculated thought control to the 
benefit of-a greedy industry, this was it. 

Mr. Olds opposed this sort of thing. Does 
that make him a Communist? On the con- 
trary it makes suspect. the men who are 
fighting his reappointment to the Federal 
Power Commission. For since those early 
days it has been strengthened. ‘ It has five 
full-time members, as Herbert Hoover first 
urged it should in 1930. And the growing 
electric industry is increasingly involved in 
interstate commerce, hence increasingly 
subject to federal regulation. 

Leland Olds does not need to apologize 
for his opinions of the '20s. And even if he 
did, he is up for confirmation now as a

In books and movies, our authors show the 
unfair treatment certain minorities receive 
at our hands, the injustices and indignities 
growing out of intolerance, and the harm 
done to the democratic idea. It is to be 
hoped that some day these intellectual ef- 
forts to straighten out the wrinkles in our 
social fabric will lead to a revaluation of 
our prejudices. 

The Mexicans may not be considered a 
minority problem in the Eastern parts of the 
country, but they are on the West Coast 
where for a time relations between white 
Americans and Mexicans were strained to 
the breaking point. To recall the “zoot- 
suiters” is helpful in order to see the prob- 
lem in all its ramifications.

hardly speak a word of English. Meanwhile 
the younger set cuts school whenever possi- 
ble, forms tough gangs which war on the 
“whites,” and even develops its own superi- 
ority ideas to make up for its inferiority 
feelings.

The antibodies cause the infant 
to die in a few hours after birth 
from an anemia-like diseade 
known as eootibtitasteale. 

Up to now, the only treatment 


‘has been to pump out the baby’s 


poison blood quickly at birth and 
replace it with a special RH-nega- 
tive type. 

Dr. J. W. Goldsmith of the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Medical 
School, who has treated the 20 
cases, said that final = critical 
evaluation of Hapten must await 
the results of several hundred 
cases.

BLOOD CLOT DEATH 
RISE ATTRIBUTED 
TO ANTIBIOTICS 


Tulane U. Doctors Cite Co- 
agulating Properties of 
Germ-Fighting Drugs. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 13 (AP) 
— A team of Tulane University 
surgeons said today that there’s 
been an increase in the number of 
cases of, and deaths from, blood 
clots of the veins in recent years. 
They advanced the theory that 
this increase may be due to the 
almost routine use of so-called 
“antibiotic” drugs like penicillin 
in combating infectio: in hospi- 
tal patients. 

They explained that such drugs 


‘|—valuable in fighting germs—also 


tend to make the blood coagulate 
more easily, thus favoring the for- 
mation of clots in some cases. 
Drs. Alton Ochsner, Michael E. 
Debakey and Paul T. Decamp 
made the report to the Congress 
of the International Society of 
Surgery. . , , 
a They suggested a laboratory test 
that might show which patients 
would likely be subject to clot for- 
mation. - 
They said studies had suggested 
that clotting in blood vessels may 
be due to a disbalancé between 
blood substances that tend to 
make bloed coagulate and those 
that tend to keep it fluid. They 
said they rhad worked out a lab- 
oratory procedure capable of show- 
ing when such a disproportion 
exists, They suggested that alpha 
tocopherol phosphate — a normal 
constituent of blood — could be 
given by mouth to patients be- 
lieved likely to have a clot.

Result: The machine works full 
tilt, ditto the operator, ditto the 
whole plant. Phillips recently 
visited the United States, under 
the auspices of the Economic Co- 
operation’ Administration, to see 
how things are done. 

On my rounds, I watched a 
British worker insert a square 
piece of metal into a machine to 
cut off the corners. It took four 
operations. In America, that 
would be done in a single swipe. 
In another case, I. saw semi- 
finished parts taken off a ma- 
chine, loaded onto a dolly, moved, 
then wufloaded at another place 
for welding to another piece of 
metal, — 

In the United States, all of that 
loading and unloading would have 
been avoided. The operation, so 
far as possible, would have been 
conducted in a straight line—from 
maciiine to machine and worker 
to worker. In still another in- 
stance, a British worker used a 
rotary cutter to remove excess 
metal after another worker 
scribed the proper outline. In the 
United States, again, a single cut- 
ting machine would have done 
the job. 

Frequently, British operators 
will feed metal into a machine 
and take out the finished part. 
That slows up the pace, The ma- 
chine does not function while the 
worker is removing the metal—it 
is slowed. In America, while one 
man removes the fabricated 
metal, the operator would be slip- 
ping in a fresh piece. 

For the difference in method 
and tempo, the British have a 
standard explanation: The United 
States has mass production in its 
true sense, Chevrolet, for example, 
will make nearly 2,000,000 cars a 
year; Austin, however, will do 
well to turn out’ 150,000. As a re- 
sult, American companies can 
spend milliong on tooling up and 
write off the capital investment 
quickly. For instance, a $1,000,000 
tooling up expenditure means only 
50 cents a car to Chevrolet. A 
$300,000 tooling cost would mean 
$2 per car for Austin, Therefore, 
British companies often resort to 
hand labor, rather than introduce 
conveyor systems or make special 
dies or castings for operations re- 
quiring only batch production. 

Motor’ .Panels, for instance, 
makes bodies for six different 
cars—the Daimler, Alvis, Jaguar, 
Armstrong-Siddeley, Triumph and 
Vanguard. The average run for, 
any one car is 250 a week. In the 
United States, one of the inde- 
pendent companies, like Stude- 
baker, Nash or Hudson, woul 
require at peak production periods 
that many cars per day. 

United States plants are laid out 
for maximum: mobility. Machines 


can be moved about onto an as- 
sembly line according to need. 
The machines are taken to the 
work. In Britain, however, work

Milk plays an important part 
in the family diet. While some 
authorities maintain that both 
children and adults should have 
at least one quart of milk or its 
equivalent per day, the amount 
can be cut down for adults with- 
out risk of deficiencies. 

In addition to milk served as a. 
beverage, milk used in cooking 
adds much to the family’s health. 
Here, in many cases, evaporated 
milk can be used without dilution. 
It can be added to custards and 
ice creams; it can be used in 
dishes where fresh milk is used 
and in gelatin desserts instead of 
whipped cream. Since half the 
water has been evaporated it sup- 
plies more nutrients than are 
found in fresh milk of like quan- 
tity. 
A marble chiffon pudding is 
made by molding a whipped gela- 
tin dessert in a tube cake pan 
in the refrigerator.. The marbled 
effect is achieved by adding the 
cocoa and coffee mixture later. 
The dessert is sliced, cake-style, 
and served on dessert plates.

Drop by spoonfuls on top of coffee 
layer in mold. Push chocolate mix- 
ture down with a tablespoon to 
make marbling. Chill until firm. 
Unmold and serve in cake-like 
wedges. Yield: six servings.

A recent study of school lunches 
showed that the nutrient in which 
lunches are most often low is 
Vitamin B-1. The Food and Nu- 
trition Board of the National Re- 
search Council has set up a mini- 
mum daily requirement for this 
important vitamin. Children need 
vitamin B-1 for growth, digestion 
healthy nerves—and for proper 
utilization of starches and sugars 
to provide energy for study and 
play. 

Vitamin B-1 {fg found in small 
quantities in a number of foods 
but one of the richest sources is 
wheat germ. This is the germ- 
inating heart of the wheat ker- 
nel, which usually is milled out 
of dommercial flour, because it im- 
pairs its keeping quality.

Fancy and Other Meats. 

Some fancy or variety meats 
» may be broiled. Lamb liver, which 
many housewives never consider 
buying, is very tasty when broiled. 
The liver, cut in one-half inch 
slices, is brushed with melted but- 
+? ter or margarine and broiled slow- 


ly. 

Lamb kidneys are best when 
broiled. They are split, brushed 
with melted butter or margarine 
and broiled three inches from the 
. heat source five minutes on each 
side. Veal 
, thought of as broiling material, 
are simmered 15 minutes in salted 
» water before broiling. 

The canned cured pork and beef 
loaf sliced in on inch 
slices, are very good when broiled. 
Bacon is easily broiled but the 
process should not be hurried. It 
should be turned to brown evenly. 
Bacon is often broiled with other 
meats to form a mixed grill, such 
as lamb chops and bacon, liver 
and bacon, sweetbredds or kidneys 
and bacon. 

Frankfurters and hamburgers 
need no recommendation for grill- 
ing. Of course these are more pop- 
ular when done on an outdoor 
grill but they can be done on the 
broiler without losing any of their 
tastiness.

“If our pleas for control of 
atomic energy are not met with 
honest agreement,” he said of the 
alternative, “then the blow may 
strike at the heart of industrial 
America. 

“If that is the case, we may 
have to invest our funds in anti- 
aircraft guided missiles, necessary 
radar screen for Canada and the 
| United States and the Arctic, and 
the necessary fighter interceptor 
squadrons to dispel long-range 
‘bombardment attack. 
| “In either situation, our Navy 
_must maintain control of the seas. 
It possesses that power of con- 
trol today.” 
| In talking about a “spreading 
out of expenditures” for defense, 
‘Bradley made no direct reference 
|to individual services or the cur- 
| rent quarrel of the Navy and Air 
|Force over funds and strategy. 
| But he asserted that the divi- 
‘sion of the defense dollar “must 
override wishful adherence to 
prestige, time-honored tradition, 
or biased enthusiasm for any of 
our armed forces.” 

Departing from the customary 
diplomatic reference only to “an 
aggressor nation,” usually used by 
American military leaders in pub- 
| Hie addresses, Bradley spoke of 
| the Russians by name and specu- 
lated on their intentions. 

He said of the Russians: 

“They could be _ foolhardy 
enough to launch an atomic at- 
tack with only a handful of 
atomic bombs. But of all the peo- 
ple of the earth, they are stu- 
pcenta of force and of power in 
|war, and should understand clear- 
ly the disdstrous result of such 
a gruesome error. 


“In the meantime, I earnestly 
hope that they will see the dif- 
ficulty and tremendous expense 
of atomic manufacture, and shall 
come forward to join us in inter- 
national control of such a weapon. 

“But military men must be real- 
‘ists. You depend on them to be 
prepared. We have worked out 
|an orderly timetable of prepara- 
tions for atomic defense. Like a 
Plan for mobilization in case of 
attack, it was tied to a day in the 
future’ on which a specific event 
‘Should come to pass. That day 
has now arrived—red atom day— 
and our program to provide for 
defense in this second phase is 
already well under tonal 


PRODUCER'S MILK DELIVERIES 
RISE HERE IN SEPTEMBER 


Milk producers in the St. Louis 
area delivered 17.6 per cent more 
_milk last month than in September 
1948, it was announced today by 
Fred L. Shipley, federal market 
administrator. Production was 
down 7.91 per cent from last Au- 
gust. 

Average price of milk last 
month was $435 per hundred- 
weight, 73 cents lower than the 
average price paid in September 
last year. The August average 
this year was $4.30 per hundred- 
weight. Total approved milk re- 
ceived last month was 32,981,112 
pounds, of which ‘1,286,730 was im- 
ported from the Chicago area. It 
was the first time in five months 
milk was imported here. 

A total of 3786 producers 
shipped milk last month, the larg-

ket area since January 1943. It 
was an increase of 480 shippers 
| over September last year, and 204 
| more than last August.

—Transamerica Corporation an- 
nounced yesterday it intends to 
sell 1,199,554 shares of Bank of 
America stock, reducing its hold- 
ings to 11.1 per cent of the bank’s 
outstanding stock. 

Negotiations for the contem- 
plated public sale of stock in the 
world’s largest bank already have 
commenced, Transamerica said. 
The underwriting group will be 
headed by Blyth & Co. 

- Sam H. Husbands, president, 
said the stock to be sold Was ac- 
quired by Transamerica and its 
subsidiaries by subscription to 
new shares issued by the bank in 
1944, by converting preferred 
stock in 1946 and from subsequent 
stock dividends, 

Transamerica and subsidiaries, 
Husbands said, currently own 228 
per cent of the 10,238,052 shares 
of the banks’ stock outstanding. 
The Federal Reserve Board is 
currently holding hearings here on 
its charges that Transamerica’s 
commercial banking activities 
may have assuMed a monopolistic 
tendency in five western states. 


|The complaint was brought under 


the Clayton Act which deals with 
incipient monopoly. 

Pivotal issue is whether Trans- 
america controls Bank of Amer- 
ica. J. Leonard Townsend, the Re- 
serve Board’s solicitor, contended 
in presenting the case that Bank 
of America and Transamerica 
“are one and the same thing.” Ex- 
clusion of Bank of America from 
the Transamerica banking group, 
he conceded, would remove all 
grounds for proceedings. 


Speculation on Whether Trust 
Case May Be Settled. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)~ 
Word that the Transamerica Corp. 
would reduce its holdings of Bank 
of Ameriea stock to 11.1 per cent 
of that bank’s total shares revived 
speculation here that a Federal 
Reserve Board —anti- monopoly 
action against Transamerica may 
be settled. 
The proceeding, now nearly a 
year old, is in its late stages on 
the west coast with Transamerica 
presenting defensive evidence. 
There were reports that an 
agreement and stipulation might 
be reached which would end the 
proceedings. The reports got no 
confirmation at board headquar- 
ters here. 
They gained strength, however, 
from that fact that the Federal 
Reserve Board is backing a pend- 
ing bill in Congress which would 
give the board greater regulatory 
powers over bank holding com- 
panies provided they control at 
least 15 per cent of the stock of 
an operating bank. 


$ 150,000,000 AID AUTHORIZED 
BY SENATE FOR SOUTH KOREA 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 18 (AP)— 
The Senate yesterday passed, 48 to 
13, an Administration bill author- 
izing $150,000,000 for economic aid 
to the Republic of South Korea. 

Approval came quickly after 
Chairman Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, urged it in the interest of 
“economic and political stability” 
of the new republic and of the 
security of the United States. Sen- 
ators Knowland (Rep.), California, 
and Lodge (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
also spoke briefly for the measure, 

The bill sets up a “little Mar- 
shall plan” for Southern Korea as 
distinguished from the northern 
part dominated by Russia. Pend- 
ing appropriation of the money, 
the Reconstruction Finance Corp. 
is authorized to advance $50,000,- 
000 


ROBERT 0, MURPHY AWARDED 
STATE DEPARTMENT MEDAL 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 13 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
yesterday presented the State De- 
partment’s new Distinguished 
Service Award to Robert D., 
Murphy, newly-named Ambassa- 
dor to Belgium. 

The same award was given 
posthumously to Thomas C. Was- 
son, of Newark, N.J., who was 
killed by a sniper May 23, 1948, 
while serving as American consul 
general at Jerusalem, 

Murphy’s award, a gold medal 
and certificate, was for “dis- 
tinguished service” as political ad- 
visor on German affairs and for 
his “superlative diplomatic skill” 
in other postwar advisory roles. 
Murphy’s home is Milwaukee, Wis.

Man Tells His Story. 

The lad I interviewed is in his 
mid-20s, slight, sharp-featured, in- 
telligent. Today, his health mend- 
ed, he has a small civil service 
job. I think it best if I let him 
tell you his own story... . 

“I was not 18 when I went in 
the tank troops. We were sur- 
rounded 80 kilometers south of 
Koenigsberg. We surrendered. 
First the Russians demanded our 
watches. My company leader re- 
sisted and was shot down. 

“I had in my pocket a ring 
with eight keys. This caused long 
questions. Maybe they thought I 
was a bank director. 

“We were about 30 placed in a 
barn. Our six guards quérreled 
whether or not to shoot us. They 
decided not to. Passing Russian 
soldiers heard we were in the barn 

Many shots were fired 
through the walls and wounded 
some comrades. 

“We walked for five days to the 
reception camp. Food was hardly 
any and we dug potatoes out of 
the earth. Sometime sit happened 
that the civilian population gave 
us something to eat. 

“At the camp we had to stand 
tiaked for two hours in freezing 
cold to be de-bugged. We were 
then sent to Minsk in cattle cars. 
We had a few cans of American 
rations but no way to remove the 
tin tops. We found a few nails 
and worked them for hours. 

“We had no water. But after 
three days it snowed and the 
melting snow sent drops through 
the roof. We caught some in the 
cans. Men fought for the drops 
of water, often spilling the cans 
in the battle. 

' Crazy for Water. 

“When we got to Minsk we were 
crazy for some real water. There 
were puddles of water as we 
marched through ‘the streets and 
we fell to our knees like dogs and 
drank from the streetways. I be- 
came very sick for days, loose in 
the stomach from this bad water. 

“Hive men slept on each board 
plat-bed in the Minsk camp. We 

one blanket for a silat and got 
cles like animals for warmth. 
For our meals we had 600 grams 
of bread a day, two bowls of filthy 
soup, and sometimes a 
spdonful of sugar. That's about 
two slices of bread. In a few 
weeks I began to see my bones. 

“When the war ended the food 
got slightly better—maybe another 
slice of bread. We worked re- 
building the city. 

‘In 1946 they sent 2000 German 

soners of war to our camp 
from Stalino, where they were in 
thé mines. They were all sick of 
typhus. One thousand froze to 
death on the way in trains. Five 
hundred of those who arrived died 
later. I helped take the frozen 
bodies out of the cars. It was 
hafd to tel} who was alive or dead. 

“I was oming so thin I knew 
I would drop. So I said I would 
join the young Communists in the 
camp. This improved my Jot and 
saved my life, I am sure. I also 
cduld help others. I became a 
gardener. 

“T ater I was sent to work on & 
edllective farm. Again in 1947 our 
food got ‘bad. Not enough to live— 
but too much to die. I received 
for the first time a letter from 
home in 1947. . 

“We found one year of letters 
for us prisoners of war thrown 
into a wrecked building near the 
camp by the post-carrying man. 
Some prisoners struck him on the 
head with their shovels when he 
passed them outside the camp and 
his brains went out of him. 

g Attacks Prisoner. 

“In 1948 members of the Russian 
army were put in a camp near us, 
iricluding 50 women from the Rus- 
sian army. We could see them 
through the strong wire. There 
were two sets of wire around their 
camp and in the middle very bad 
dogs. One man tried to leave and 
got caught by the dogs. It was 
terrible. I heard they were desert- 
ers who were caught. 

“A few months ago I was 
brought to another camp in Lith- 
uania and given more food and a 
mattress. Then we had a few lec- 
tures about Marx and I was sent 
home. I weighed 90 pounds, 

“How many do they still hold? It 
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is not for me, a simple soldier, to 
say. But I have seen thousands 
| die. ... So useless, the whole thing

Under such confinement they lose 
their licenses ever to operate 
shops again. 

30 Escapes Reported. 

At least partial substantiation 
for these reports came from the 
Czechoslovak security pdlice radio. 
Broadcasting & report of the es- 
cape of six more prisoners from 
labor camps, the radio identified 
three of the latest fugitives as 
merchants. Another was identi- 
fied as a former inma&te of Nazi 
concentration camp by the tatoo 
mark on his arm.

Wrap your fruit cake snugly in 
waxed paper and secure the pack- 
age with cellophane tape. 

Place it in a metal container and 
it will keep for severa] months, 
improving in taste and texture 
with age. 

When you are ready to eat, re- 
move from wrapper, glaze with a 
mixture of corn syrup and water, 
decorate with fruits and nuts, and 
you have one of the best of all 
holiday treats.

Peace of Soul 


CHAPTER 17. 
seven hundred years 


BOUT 
ago, one of the most learned 


men who ever lived, Thomas 
Aquinas, wrote a treatise on the 
passions which to this day has 
never been surpassed. Treating 
of anxieties, he said, “Any idea 
which is hurtful to the mind does 
harm in just the proportion that 
it is repressed. The reason is: 
the mind is more intent on a re- 
pressed idea than if it were 
brought to the surface and al- 
lowed to escape.” 

This was not a completely new 
idea even when he wrote, for it 
was already implied in the Sacra- 
ment of Confession, which bares 
hidden anxieties, thus serving two 
purposes on the psychological 
level: it prevents their: seeping 
into the unconscious and causing 
a complex, and it also weakens 
them because, when they are 
brought to the level of the will, 
they can be controlled or even 
conquered. 

The nineteenth century (which 
was already four centuries re- 
moved from the Christian prac- 
tice of confession and repentance) 
began to see the terrible effects 
of the general repression of anxie- 
ties, guilt, sin, and worries, But 
the new writers gave a slightly 
different twist to the old idea 
that repressions are dangerous. 
Because God, morality, and the 
possibility of personal guilt were 
all denied, the new philosophy 
affirmed that the repression of 
passions and instincts was wrong. 
(It was the repressed idea against 
which Thomas Aquinas warned.) 
The new notion said that a man’s 
id and his animal instincts ought 
to have free expression against 
the totems and taboos of the old 
superstitions of morality, God, 
religion. This psychology affirmed, 
“Be self-expressive. Religion and 
morality are destroying your per- 
sonality.” All restraint, authority, 
and discipline were viewed as 
harmful to the character. Such 
a philosophy could not stand up 
against sound reason. 

If a man is really made better 
and saner because he gives way 
to his sexual instincts and is un- 
inhibited by the Christian law of 
lifelong marriage, why should not 
a man be better because he gives 
way to other instincts, such as 
the hunting instinct? Why not 
organize a “kill your enemy” hunt, 
uninhibited by the moral taboo of 
a Fifth Commandment? If we 
were logical in allowifig the same 
self-expression to the fear instinct 
as to the sex instinct, then we 
ought to praise a soldier who, in 
the midst of battle, deserts his 
post, just as some writers now 

praise a husband when he deserts 


his wife. If the sex instinct is 
not to be bound by moral taboos, 
why should the pugnacious in- 
stinct be bound? Why should ‘not 
an aggression be allowed to assert 
itself by punishing the people who 
get ahead of us at a bargain 
counter—especially if they are 
smaller? If arrest followed this 
demonstration, why not plead that 
the civil law is only a moral taboo 
which orginated among African 
head-hunters and is, therefore, de- 
structive of human personality, 
with no binding force in this en- 
lightened twentieth century? 

If the repression of the sex 
instinct is abnormal, why should 
not the repression of the hunger 
instinct be abnormal? Why not 
condemn dieting? No one has yet 
tried to convince the body cultists 
that a religious totem and taboo 
are responsible for a 14-day diet. 

This theory of license is founded 
on the faise sumption that a 
psychological complex can always 
be cured by giving it a physio- 
logical outlet. This is as silly as 
saying that the way to cure a 
worry about your debts is to drain 
the blood out of your heart. The 
mental and the physical, the 
spiritual and the carnal are not 
on the same level. 


Actually, there are needed for 
man’s development two kinds of 
activities or expressions—the im- 


minent and the transcendent. One 
remains within the person; the 
other acts without. The false phi- 
losophy of self-expression admits 
only the second kind and results 
in a completely externalized man. 
A true self-expression perfects the 
spirit first and then objectifies 
it, producing culture; culture al- 
ways perishes when inwardness 
of the spirit is lost in the “activ- 
ism” of externals, Slavery results 
—a new serfdom quite different 
from the slavery of earlier ages. 
For in the old variety, man was 
subject to an external force 
against his will; in the new slav- 
ery, a man is subject to the exter- 
nal through his own egotistic, 
selfish will. 


Marx and Freud were right in 
dealing with slavery as one of 
man’s recurring problems, but 
neither of them understood its 
nature. Both of them took the 
inner slavery for granted; both 
rightly assumed that egotism is 
normal, one of them studying it 
in the collective field, the other in 
the individual. Such egotism is 
Fallen Man’s flaw, recognized by 
everyone who assumes a Trans- 
cendent Source from which man 
comes and toward which he tends. 
Some day, some historian with 
profound insight will show us how 
external slavery is always the 


mass production of internal slav- 
ery—how man, in slavery to his 
own lower nature, has attempted 
to make his condition normal by 
enslaving others. 


This brings us the contrasting 
Christian philosophy of self-ex- 
pression. Christianity, like modern 
paganism, believes that repression 
is harmful, but it makes a neces- 
sary distinction. Christianity says 
that the répression of evil thoughts, 
desires, and acts—such as the urge 
to kill, despoil, calumniate, rob, 
injure, covet, hate—is good for 
the soul; it deplores the repres- 
sion of guilt or sin through a 
denial of the need of confession. 
And it states that the repression 
of actual graces, inspirations to 
a good life, and the urge to sacri- 
fice self for neighbor is bad for 
the soul. 


Christianity does not believe 
that the repression of the sex 
instinct is good. But it does be- 
lieve in repressing the abuse of 
these instincts, so as to prevent 
lust in the one case and gluttony 
in the other. The Church has 
never taught that man is made 
up principally of two levels, the 
conscious and the unconscious; 
she states that there are three 
levels, body, soul, and the desire 
of God. Man is not just a beast, 
subject to the claims of his an- 
imal instincts; he has also ethical 
and spiritual selves which demand 
expression according to their na- 
tures. But this is not always 
easy. 

Love can be choked and nearly 
destroyed by other weeds besides 
lust. Worldliness is one of these. 
Politics and economics divorced 
from the moral law, education 
without religion—these are some 
of the manifestations of the 
worldly spirit, and all of them 
are harmful. 


But non-attachment from the 
world, as an ideal worth seeking 
for itself, is not the answer. We 
cannot say, with Aldous Huxley, 
‘The ideal man is the non-attached 
man. Non-attached to his bodily 
sensations and lusts. Non-attached 
te his cravings for power and pos- 
sessions. Non-attached even to 
science and speculation and phi- 
lanthropy.” The non-attachment 
of Buddhism or Taoism is not 
the Christian ideal; though it 
sounds very noble to say that 
they who possess are possessed, 
are slaves to the illusions of life. 
Non-attachment and unworldli- 
ness are vain unless they are re- 
garded as secondary, as a mere 
means to attain to the primary 
goal, which is love of God and 
neighbor.

Supplies for War-Torn Europe 


Church Center in Webster Groves Collects Thousands of Pounds of Food, Clothing for Overseas 


By F. A. Behymer 


ELIEF and reconstruction are 
R healing the war-torn coun- 

tries overseas because Ameri- 
cans care, and because this con- 
cern manifests itself in things like 
the World Church Service which 
is operating in Webster Groves as 
a channe] through which flow the 
gifts of the generous from 17 
states. 

In its busy and crowded center 
it receives, processes and distrib- 
utes donations of clothing, food 
and bedding. It functions for the 
Churches of America in distribut- 
ing the supplies, in co-operation 
with the Reconstruction Depart- 
ment of the World Council - of 
Churches at Geneva, working with 
and through Protestant and or- 
thodox churches in Europe and 
Asia. It gives aid also in the re- 
construction of churches and to 
theological education. 

For the purposes the Church 
World Service Center was organ- 
ized in 1946, with financial sup- 
port from relief funds raised by 
participating denominations. There 
is also a department for place- 
ment in this country of displaced 
persons in conjunction with Cath- 
olic and Jewish organizations. It 
is not an independent organiza- 
tion, but co-ordinates the relief 
and reconstruction program in 
Europe and the National Chris- 
tian Councils in various countries 
of Asia. It is a corporation gov- 
erned by a body of directors ap- 
pointed my the relief agencies of 
the various denominations. 

Last year the center at Webster 
Groves received and processed 1l,- 
057,606 pounds of relief supplies 
and distribution was made to 
seven European and seven Asiatic 
countries. The goal for this year 
is 1,500,000 pounds. During the 
first si> months 438,595 pounds 
were received, indicating need for 
increased contributions if the goal 
is to be reached. 

There are seasonal variations in 
contributions, says Dr. Elmer J. F. 
Arndt, president of the board of 
directors. May and November are

peak months. In November, 1947, 
there were receipts of 345,000 
pounds, necessitating extra stor- 
age space. August and September 
are the low months. 

The material, 90 per cent cloth- 
ing, arrives by express, pick-up, 
freight and truck, with shipping 
costs prepaid. The clothing, which 
must be clean, whole, wearable 
and mended, is sorted by church 
volunteers and then processed, 
baled, wrapped for wear and tear 
and shipped by barge and freight 
to New Orleans for shipment over- 
seas and distribution according to 
needs as determined by advice

from representatives abroad to the 
Church World Service in New 
York. Distribution is shifted from 
one ‘country or another as re- 


quired.

For 
these latter, books donated by 
college and university students 
are supplied. 

There is pressing need at pres- 
ent among returned German pris- 
oners from Russia, for persons ex- 
pelled from German territory, for 
Arab refugees in Palestine, and 
for 6,000,000 repatriates in Japan 
and the Philippines. 

It is a source of gratification to 
Dr. Arndt and his associates that 
only two per cent of the ship- 
ments abroad have been lost. The 
losses, not satisfactorily accounted 


for, have been mostly in China. 
Confirmation of receipt and dis- 
tribution are received from the 
persons, organizations and insti- 
tutions to which they are sent. 
Shipments average two carloads 
a month. Each car contains 400 
bales of assorted light and heavy 
garments for men, women and 
children and 150 sacks of shoes. 
The financial support for proc- 
essing and shipping in 1948 in- 
cluded cash contributions of $32,- 
446.62, and from miscellaneous 
sources, mostly services rendered, 
$6084.87, a total of $38,531.49, and 
from denominations $36,867. The 
total cost of operating the center 
in 1948 was $75,447.01. Volunteers 
worked a total of 5200 hours in 
the warehouse, sorting, baling

The older dictionaries list as 
first or only choice: “boo-KAY” 
for bouquet, “for-rid” for fore- 
head, “OFF-’n for often, “tord” 
for toward, “HAR-USS” for har- 
ass, “ab-DOE-m’n” for abdomen, 
an® “uh-KLY-mit” for acclimate. 

“Boe-KAY” for bouquet is not 
a mispronounciation. In retent 
years it has come ta be the stand- 
ard American pronunciation. It 
is now recognized by most mod- 
ern dictionaries. Kenyon and 
Knott .and the American College 
Dictionary list boe-KAY as first 
choice, and boo-KAY as second 
choice. The other dictionaries list 
boe-KAY as the alternative pro- 
nunciation. 

“Fore-hed” for forehead is sanc- 
tioned as second choice by most 
dictionaries, and WORDS: The 
New Dictionary lists “fore-hed” 
as the only choice. 

“Too-WAWRD and “huh-RASS” 
are listed as second choice by the 
late-edition dictionaries. In no 
sense are they wrong. 

AB-duh-m’n is first choice in 
Funk and Wagnalls New College 
Standard, the American College 
Dictionary, Kenyon and Knott’s, 
Thorndike Century, WORDS: The 
New Dictionary, and second choice 
in Webster’s New Collegiate 
(1949), Webster’s New Interna- 
tional, The New Century, and 
Funk and Wagnalls New Standard. 

Most dictionaries sanction AK- 
li-mate as second choice, uh-KLY- 
mit as first choice.

Secrets of Charm 


Proper Use of Rouge

THE SHAPE OF YOUR FACE IS THE GUIDING FACTOR IN THE COR- 
RECT PLACEMENT OF ROUGE. 


F you use cosmetics successfully 
| you will be “made-down” rather 

than “made-up.” Others will 
never be aware of anything you 
have put on your face (except lip- 
stick) but aware only of your 
radiant, glowing complexion. 
They'll wonder how you keep your 
wonderful color in a season of 
waning sunlight, but never what 
brand of cosmetics you use. And 
you'll be one woman in a hun- 
dred! It’s a goal worth striving 


for. 

The artful use of cosmetics is 
an attempt to stimulate or accent 
the beauty that springs from 
good health. Why then, do we see 
rouge so frequently applied in 
patches, blotches or circles, which 
actually look only like an ugly, 
disfiguring skin blemish? Any 
woman who developed one half as 
red would certainly hot foot it to 
the nearest dermatologist for 
treatment! 

Rouge should and can be ap- 
plied so that it looks like your 
own, underlying skin tone. It must 
be applied to give a natural ef- 
fect. Only then does it become a 
beautifier, heightening your own 
general coloring; banishing sallow- 
ness, exiling fatigue and modulat- 
ing the shape of your face. 

To apply rouge expertly, you 
must first analyze the shape of 
your face to discover the correct 
placement for your particular fa- 
cial contour. Use the following 
guides to learn to put your rouge 
where it belongs! 


If your face is square or rectan- 
gular, dot your rouge just below 
the circle under the outside edge 
of the pupil of your eye. Place a 
second dot at the highest point of 
your cheek bone. Put another dot 
an inch below the second one. 
After the rouge is blended, this 
Placement will round out the 
square face and shorten the rec- 
tangular one. 

If your face is triangular, round 
or a diamond, dot the rouge under 
the circle at. the inside edge of the 
pupil of your eye. Place a second

There is nothing more normal on 
a chilly fall evening than lighting 
a fire in the fireplace and then 
sitting around saying, “There is 
nothing like a fire in the fireplace 
on a cool evening.” Unfortunately 
in too many cases you come away 
from the fire with eyes watering 
and smelling like a smoked ham. 
This is due to smoky fireplaces. 

A fireplace will smoke because 
you have forgotten to open the 


chimney damper, because there is | 


a bird’s nest in the chimney, be- 
cause a piece of flue tile has fallen 
loose and is obstructing the draft 
or because you didn’t get the draft 
working before you lighted the 
fire. This last mistake can be 
fixed by lighting some twisted 
newspaper and holding it up in 
the fireplace throat until the air 
is warmed up and starts flowing 
up. 

A fireplace won't draw property 
if the chimney is too short, has 
the wrong type of cap or if there 
is some nearby high object that is 
manufacturing down-drafts. May- 
be someone has built a house near 
by since last winter or maybe a 
tree limb ha® grown enough to be 
the cause of the trouble. A tele 
vision aerial in the wrong place 
can also be responsible. 

And last of all, chimney spark 
arrestors that are covered with 
soot and debris will make as fine 
a cloud of smoke as you could ask

The general public says they’d 
rather have a man than a woman 
at the wheel—but accident rec- 
ords show that plenty of men are 
accident - prone.” Women drivers 
may be more excitable and poorer 
judges of speeds and distances— 
but by and large they’re more 
careful and don’t speed so much.

About 3500 layettes collected by 
the Evangelical and Reformed 
Wonten’s Guild have been sent 
and the objective for the year is 
10,000. “Pieces for Peace,” materi- 
als that can be made into gar- 
ments, have been collected by the 
United Council of Church Women, 
an interdenominational organiza- 
tion. Since October, 1948, 33,000 
“Pack-a-Towel:” various articles 
packed in towels for teen-agers, 
have been received from that or- 
ganization. 

The future of the organization, 
says Dr. Arndt, depends upon the 
need and the extent to which the 
churches will continue to support 
its work.

Six-odd was made at both tables 
without difficulty, but of course 
one North-South pair received the 
slam bonus, while the other did 
not. 

When North bid two diamonds 
on the second round, both Souths 
recognized that a slam was in the 
offing. The first South expressed 
this idea through the medium of 
a jump straight to five spades— 
but his effort misfired. North read 
the bid as the announcement of 
an extraordinary spade suit, but 
he also read it as indicating that 
South himself could not control 
the unbid suit, clubs. Thus, this 
North felt that South was asking 
him to bid the slam only if he had 
club control, and since he lacked 
that control, North passed. 


The other South anticipated 
North’s reaction, and, intending to 
bid five spades later, first bid 
clubs so that North would not 
later fear two immediate club 
losers. Obviously, South’s message 
got across in fine shape, and 
North, with four honor-tricks and 
no fear about clubs, accepted the 
invitation.
